Foreign Minister, said the time 
for negotiations with the United 
States was drawing to a close.

The Diet also heard reports on the 
war situation in China by the Premier, 
General Tojo, in his capacity as War 
Minister, and by the Navy ’ Minister, 
Admiral Shimada. 

Chungking, said General Tojo in his 
report, had been greatly weakened as 
a result of the fighting in China. He 
emphasised the co-ordination between 
scab navy and air forces which 
had made this possible, and urged the 
need for similar co-operation between 
military and political strategy in order 
to bring the incident to a speedy con- 
clusion. General Tojo _ estimated 
Chungking’s present military strength 
at about 2.000.000, “ thanks partly to 
their wealth of man-power and partly 
to third power assistance.” Recent 
developments, he said, “had reduced 
their strength and spirit remarkably.” 
The présent objectives of army 
strategy were to crush Chungking’s 
fighting strength and to tighten the 
blockade. 

Admiral Shimada, reviewing naval 
activities since April last, said that the 
Japanese Navy was now enforcing a 
successful blockade of the Chinese coast 
along 2,000 nautical miles. 


FOREIGN POLICY 


Speaking on the foreign policy of the 
Imperial Government, Admiral Togo, 
the Foreign Minister, said :— 
‘Japan who has been engaged for the 
past four years in military operations 
for the construction of a new order in 
East Asia, is now marching forward to 
surmount current difficulties with the 
unity of the entire nation.

The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce has given directions to the Great 
Southern Railways Company for the 
receiving, forwarding and delivering of 
oods by its railway and road services.

“In Abyssinia the wireless station

AXIS SHIP CAPTURED 
BY U.S. CRUISER 


AMERICAN FLAG FLOWN 


ASHINGTON, Sunday. — The 

W capture by a U.S. cruiser of 

an Axis merchantman flying 

the American flag was announced by 
the Navy Department to-night. 

The merchantman, which was cap- 
tured at dawn on November 6 in 
Atlantic equatorial waters, also had the 
U.S. flag displayed on either side of 
the hull and deck. An attempt to 
scuttle the ship was indicated by the 


statement that she had been ‘“‘ severely 
damaged” by her crew. The ship 
showed that Philadelphia was her home 
port. 


““A crew from the cruiser,” adds 
the announcement, ‘‘is bringing the 
merchant ship to port within the juris- 
diction of a United States court. 
Repairs will unquestionably be neces- 
sary to render the ship entirely sea- 
worthy.”’ 

What happened to the merchant- 
man’s crew is not disclosed, but, pre- 
sumably, it was picked up and brought 
to port. It is considered likely that 
once the ship is under American juris- 
diction it may be confiscated in the 
same way as numerous other Axis ships 
seized earlier this year in US.

ONE CASUALTY ON 
ARK ROYAL 


AXIS CLAIMS OTHER 
SHIPS DAMAGED 


An official British Admiralty eom- 
munrtqueé issued in London on Saturday 
stated :——‘‘ Information has now been 
received that there was only one 
casualty in the Ark Royal.”’ 

The Ark Royal will be replaced and 
avenged, as the Hood was avenged, Mr. 
A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said in Liverpool on Satur- 
day. 


Some of the aircraft on board the Ark 
Royal were able to take off and were 
saved, according to an _ Algeciras 
despatch quoted by Reuter, but most of 
the machines went down when the 
vessel was torpedoed. 


CAPTAIN PRAISES 
CREW 


GIBRALTAR, Sunday.—A warm 
tribute to the officers and crew of the 
sunken aircraft-carrier, the Ark Royal, 
was paid by their Captain, Captain L. 
E. H Maund, in an interview to-day 
after he had taken farewell of them. 
Captain Maund disclosed that the 
famous ship had sailed 205,000 miles 
and had been engaged in 32 war opera- 
tions. ‘‘My company was one of the 
finest that ever put to sea,” he told 
Reuter’s correspondent. ‘‘ Their in- 
centive was affection for the 
‘old Ark’ rather than “indivi- 
dual advantage, and when in action 
there was a cheerful determination 
that the old Ark should do her job.” 
Of the men who remained aboard the 
Ark Royal, struggling for twelve hours 
to get her to port, he said: “‘ Their 
initiative and ginger throughout was 
remarkable though working in ap- 
alling conditions; some were abso- 
utely fagged out, yet the way in which 
they met every demand for a greater 
effort was beyond all praise. 

“ When the time came to abandon 
ship and slip down the lines into 
the tugs they still remained cheerful.” 
LONDON, Sunday.—A-German radio 
announcement to-day claims that, 
according to news from La Linea, 
‘several British warships, including 
the aircraft carrier Argus, have arrived 
in the harbour of Gibraltar in a 
seriously damaged condition.”’ 

A special announcement from Herr 
Hitler’s headquarters yesterday claimed 
that U-boats had attacked a group of 
British warships, sinking the Ark 
Royal and damaging the battleship 
Malaya “' so severely that she had to be 
towed to Gibraltar. Other British units 
received torpedo hits.”’

FOOD AND FUEL 


Apart from the steps necessary to 
meet a military attack, I have warned 
our people many times how dangerous 
it would be to rely for the primary 
essentials, such as food and fuel, on 
supplies from overseas.

obvious to everybody that the danger ' 


in this regard will not grow less as 
time goes on. This vear the bounteous 
harvest which Providence has given us 
has saved us from anxiety as regards 
food, unless<there should be criminal 
selfishness somewhere and food that 1s 
necessary for human beings be fed to 
the animals. 

We must now set about providing for 
the following year by sowing winter 
wheat to the greatest extent possible 
on every available day. For safety it 
is necessary to increase the wheat 
acreage of last year by about one-third. 
As regards fuel, to be safe we must 
stil cut more turf than we did 
this vear. You here in the West 
are not short of fuel, but this winter 
the people of Dublin, owing to the 
transport difficulty, are grievously 
short. 

» It is absolutely essential that we all 
realise that if we are to avoid the direct 
hardships we must, while this war 
lasts, make a nation-wide effort to pro- 
vide the necessaries of life from within 
our own territory and from our own 


Those who are going to help | 


resources. Failure to look ahead and 
take steps in time may mean disaster 
to us. The Government can give 
directions and impose penalties, but it 
is only the voluntary co-operation. of 
the people themselves that will give 
results. I look to the men and women 
in the organisations represented before 
me to set for all the people a high 
example of intelligent discipline and 
co-operation. Your work for the natiou 
will continue. to bear fruit long after 
this emergency has passed. In every- 
thing we do we must seek not merely 
to safeguard ourselves in the present 
crisis, but so to turn it to account that 
we shall emerge from it a better dis- 
ciplined, a more united, a more self- 
reliant people, and, socially, a better 
organised and more highly developed 
community than before.

fortnightly appeals for recruits to the 


worst form of stupidity. to gloss over this 


suddenly into flame, a wave of patriotic 


fervour swept over the twenty-six counties. 


So many recruits poured into the Army, 
and so many more into the Local Defence 
Force—or the Local Security Force, Group 
“A.” as it was then—that the national 
safety seemed to be assured, so far as 
man-power could assure it. At all events, 
the number of men under arms in the 
country was far greater than it had been 
for many a long year. The intervening 
months have shaken most people s oon- 
fidence. It has become clear that even 
this greatly amplified Army, both pro- 
fessional and part-time, is not enough to 
cope with an assault conducted on the 
scale of modern warfare. Still more men 
are wanted, but they are not forthcoming. 
The twenty-six counties. apparently, 
cannot hope to equip themselves with the 
heavy munitions which are being employed 
across the Channel] and on the continent: 
the only countries that are in a position 
to supply us are Great Britain, who wants 
them for herself, and the United States, 
who prefers to sell them to belligerents. 
In the circumstances, we must depend 
upon men, rather than upon material ; 
and, the less material that we have, the 
greater is the need of men. Mr. de 
Valera’s appeals, therefore, cannot be read 
without disquietude. They are a sorry 
reflection upon the spirit of Ireland's 
young men—or, at least, of a substantial 
number of them. It is all very well to 
argue that they will be all present and 
correct when the crisis comes. They will 
be too late then; all that they will be 
fit for will be to build barricades and dig 
tank-traps under military supervision— 
which, in all probability, will be the task 
appointed to them. The country’s need is 
not simply men, but trained men; men 
who have been taught to handle all the 
weapons available to us, to maintain 
discipline, and to keep their heads. It 
is a moot point whether conscription ought 
not to have been enforced in this country 
long ago; one would think, with Mr. de 
Valera, that its absence ‘‘ ought to cause 
every young man to take it as a point 
of honeur to join up.” The least that 
can be said is that the present reluctance 
to join up exposes our country to 
grave danger. 

Apathy has ruined more than one 
nation in the last few years. It cam ruin 
this nation, too, unless—to use a slang 
phrase—we snap out of it without further 
delay. Thousands of Irishmen and women 
refuse to take this war seriously, even 
after more than two years. They live, as 
the Taoiseach said yesterday, in a fools’ 
paradise. These are the people who 
grumble because the tea ration is not 
enough, because the bread is brown 
instead of white, because they cannot take 
their cars out for joy-rides, because the 
trains no longer suit their convenience, 
because they get slack or turf in the place 
of coal, because the theatres are compelled 
to start half an hour earlier than usual. 
Yet they decline to draw the corollary. 
They have heard that there is ‘‘a war 
on,” but they cannot persuade themselves 
that the same war which has brought 
these discomforts can bring hardships 
infinitely more severe, includjng loss of 
liberty and of life itself. They h ve not 
realised that our only hope of salvation 
lies in such an effort as, perhaps, this 
country never has made before in its 
history. It calls for sacrifice from every- 
body, without distinction of age or sex. 
There are the fighting services, the 
L.S.F., the Auxiliary Fire Service, A.R.P. 
work; there are the Red Cross and the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade—such a 
variety that everybody can find scope for 
his or her energies. Our salvation, how- 
ever, demands even further sacrifices. It 
requires that the turf-cutter shall exert 
}even greater energy during the season; 
that the farmer shall plough more land 
Se plant more land; that the housewife 
shall recall old methods, and seek new 
methods, to avoid the waste of essential 
foodstuffs; that employers shall strain 
every nerve to keep their men in employ- 
ment. This effort must be made, and it 
must not be retarded or weakened by any 
of the almost treasonable conduct of which 
instances occasionally come to light. 
During the epidemic of foot-and-mouth 
disease there were farmers who refused to 
co-operate with the Government's in- 
spectors, with the result that the scourge 
lasted far too long and demanded far too 
heavy a toll of the national wealth. Now 
there seem to be others who—in clear 
defiance of the law—feed portion of the 
wheat crop to animals, although the 
country's bread supply depends on the 
utilising of the last bushel of . wheat. 
Conduct of this kind would meet with

A Railway Anomaly

Government.” He explained that one of 
the main purposes of Order No."83 was to 
maintain wages and conditions of labour 
in Eire in felation to the economic condi- 
tions prevailing in that area, and not in 
relation to the temporary and excep- 
tional conditions prevailing in belligerent 
countries. Herein lies the crux of the 
matter. The outbreak of war has thrown 
into high relief the absurdity of Irish 
The six 
counties of Northern Ireland, being part 
of the United Kingdom, are belligerent ; 
and all attempts to square the resultant 
circle under war conditions are foredoomed 
to failure. 

The case of the Great Northern Railway 
is unique. An engine-driver who happens 
to be domiciled in Goraghwood is getting 
his increased war bonus of five shillings a 
week, while his comrade who hails from 
Dundalk must go without. It is quite 
comgeivable that, if the war should last 
for another couple of years, the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company, which is 
an exceedingly wealthy corporation, may 
decide to grant further increases to its 
staff, and that the Great Northern 
Company once again—or even more than 
once again—will be forced to follow suit, 
while, in the meantime, the railway 
workers south of the border will con- 
tinue to be bound by Order No, 83, 
We realise that much can be said in 
favour of Mr. Lemass’s point of view. 
Eire has nothing to do with the war, and, 
therefore, the problem of war bonuses 
ought not to arise; but Eire, unhappily, 
is not Ireland, and the six counties are 
just as belligerent as Lancashire or 
Bavaria. In Eire the workers are having 
things both ways; but they are the wrong 
ways. Being neutrals, they must accept 
the theory that there is no war, and that 
conditions are perfectly normal, whereas, 
in fact, their economic condition, pace Mr. 
Lemass, is just as difficult as if Éire were 
in the thick of the fight. It is a curious 
situation, which, we have no doubt, will 
be resolved in time; but we are not at all 
satisfied that the famous Order No. 83 is 
a wholly equitable instrument. It is a 
 stand-still ”” order in respect of wages; 
but the Government has not stood still in 
respect of taxation. Furthermore, only 
recently telephone charges were increased 
by ten per cent., and every day, directly 
and indirectly, the wage-carner is being 
mulcted in higher imposts. If the Govern- 
ment will not sanction increases of wages, 
it at least ought to refrain from the 
imposition of fresh burdens on the people. 
We fully appreciate the dangers of a 
vicious ‘‘ spiral’? such as that which 
turned European economy inside out 
during the last war; but it is rather hard 
on the citizens of Eire to be forced to pay 
as if they were at war, and to accept 
payment on the assumption that they are 
at peace.

Humane Slaughter 


According th an Irish Times reporter 
who has been making investigations on the 
subject, sheep are being slaughtered 
illegally in the city abattoir owing to the 
lack of a particular type of - cartridge 
necessary for humane killers. It was also 
revealed that the same state of affairs 
exists all over the country, and an official 
in the Dublin Corporation ‘admitted that 
in many cases the sheep are not even 
stunned before they are despatched. The 
killing in most cases, according to this 
official, is done by the old-fashioned 
method of “ sticking’ them, presumably 
with a knife of some sort. While we feel 
that this condition of affairs should not 
be allowed to continue, it is difficult to 
suggest a satisfactory remedy. Since there 
are not sufficient cartridges to allow for 
their use on the sheep—the supplies at 
present in the country are being preserved 
for use in the case of cattle and the few 
pigs that are killed—and since there is 
little chance of obtaining further supplies, 
it is obvious that some alternative method 
must be employed; for sheep must be 
killed if the people are to be supplied with 
food, and the needs. of the human race 
must ultimately be placed above kindness 
to animals. Nevertheless, we feel sure 
that some satisfactory solution could be 
reached. The Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals should take the 
matter in hand, and attempt to evolve an. 
alternative and equally humane method 
of killing the sheep. It would then be 
the duty of the Government to see that 
all sheep in the country which were 
slaughtered would be despatched according 
te the approved method. If no alternative 
method of killing the animale is feasible, 
then, at any rate, the Government should 
issue an-order making it illegal to kill a 
sheep without having firet rendered it 
insensible in one way or another. Suoh 
an operation would not waste much time 
or cost very much money, and it would 
make all the difference between humane 
and inhumane treatment.

HOW TO MAKE CANDLES 
TECHNIQUE AND MATERIALS 


| Though candles are scarce and dear, it is 
possible with a little ingenuity and a few 
odds and ends to make quite respectable 
ones at home. In many parts of the country 
people are making their own candles and 
— for the purpose are in demand. 
With some beef and mutton suet, a length 
of metal tubing, a piece of twine, a cork 
and a pin, an excellent substitute for com- 
mercially produced candles can be made 
and the method is so simple that a child 
can do it. : 

First get beeí and mutton suet, in egual 
parta. . Boil them until they have yielded 
up their grease, strain into a basin, and 
leave to cool. Get the cork, bore a hole 
through the centre, and pull the twine (or 
knitting cotton or whatever you are nái 
for wick) through it. Insert the cork a 
short distance into the piece of tubing and 
draw the wick out through the tube. This 
is where pin comes in. Push the pin 
through the wick so as to hold it steady in 
the tubing. Have it so that there is a 
slight strain on the twine. Now centre the 
wick on the pin. 

Then you’ pour in the suet mixture. It 
may be necessary to reheat this liquid, but 
do not have it too hot. hen you have 

ured. it into the tube stand it in a cool, 
raughty Ea: to cool for about twenty 
minutes. ow take out the cork and the 
pin, push your candle out of the tabe with 
& round, well-fitting stick, and there you 
are. Leave the e for 2 while to harden, 
Tf you want to have an extra special sort 
of home-made candle, you can add some 
beeswax, but it is not ab all necessary. 

This method of making candies has been 
foand very successful by the pupils of the 
Technical School, Athlone, where Mr. P. G, 
O'Dea; manual instructor, found that ever 
the newest pupils could do it easily.

He was often to be met at W. B. Yeats’s 
residence on Sunday evenings, and he 
acted the chief part in a Dean Swift play 
at the old Sackville Street Theatrical 
Club. He also made a translation of De 
Vigny’s play, ‘“‘Chatterton,’’ which was 
Mol | in London. 

He was made Vice-president of the 
Royal Society of Literature when Sidney 
Colvin was President, and during the 
Great War he abandoned most of his pro- 
fessional work for journalism.

“After bread the first necessity of the 
people is education,” which she read 
at the inaugural meeting of the Tech- 
nical Students’ Literary and Debating 
Society in the Technical Institute, 
Bolton street, Dublin, last Saturday

r. J, C. McGuigan, Chief Executive 
Officer, Parnell square Institute, pre- 
sided. 

It would seem, said Miss Mahon, 
that the curse of “the Machine Age" 
had entered into the souls of the educa- 
tional authorities, with the result that, 
broadly speaking, in the primary branch 
of education they were turning out 
human automatons. The mass-produc- 
tion method of dealing with children 
having proved such a failure, they 
ought to abandon, once and for all, the 
absurd practice of forcing their human 
material to adapt itself ‘to educational 
systems. : 

The following scheme would seem to 
be feasible:—In the primary schools, 
children from 6 to 12 years could be 
given a good grounding in reading, 
writing, arithmetic, grammar, some 
geography, and the elementary rules of 
mathematics; it should be possible to 
graft the vocational system on to the 
primary education. hen the children 
came to the age of 12 years they should 
automatically come under the vocational 
scheme. 

At that adolescent stage of their 
development it seemed more logical to 
introduce the teaching of the national 
language. It then could be seen in its 
proper perspective as a desirable cul- 
tural attainment. It would be acquired 
not, as at present, by the hated means 
of force majeur, 

A vote of thanks to the Auditor for 
her adaress was proposed by Miss 
Roisin Walsh, Chief Librarian, City of 
Dublin libraries, who said that the 
tragedy of education in this country 
was that it was too remote from the 
main agricultural interest. 

Senator Michael Hayes, seconding 
the vote of thanks, which was passed, 
said that no pupil who had not finished 
a good primary course could have the 
foundation necessary to benefit from a 
vocational course. The foundations of 
their whole system were good primary 
schools, and they should endeavour to 
make the leaving age as late as pos- 
sible. 

Proposing that the Society was 
worthy of support, Mr. Frank Fahy, 


Speaker of the Dail, expressed the view 


that vocationa] education should be in 
accord with the life of the country, 
and should meet its needs, especially 
its rural needs 
Mr. Ernest Blythe, seconding the 
motion, which was passed, said that 
school work in Irish would be wasted 
unless it was backed up in other ways. 
The Lord Mayor. distributed the 
awards. They were:—President’s gold 
medal, for oratory and skill in debate 
—Miss Lily Mahon (auditor); -Vice- 
President’s medal, for skill in debate— 
Mr. Cyril Ennis; the ladies’ medal— 
Miss Noreen Tuite; Society’s medal for 
novice speakers and medal for debate 
in Ivish—Mr. Liam Keenan; literary 
award (essay)—Mr. Harry Edmonds. 
Mr. David Gray, United States

THE LATE MR. T. 
B. CASE 
AN APPRECIATION 


I should like to take the opportunity 
of writing an appreciation of the late 
Mr. T. B. Case, whom I knew as a boy 
at Winchester, and afterwards as an 
undergraduate at Magdalen College, 
Oxford, whilst | was at Wellington 
and Emmanuel College, Cambridge. It 
is just fifty years since we played 
against each other in the University 
cricket match at Lord’s. I don’t re- 
member any friend of mine having 
altered less in appearance, with hardly, 
if any, grey hairs in his head, and the 
same genial, buoyant smile, ever ready 
to bestow its charms on the individual 
with whom he happened to be engaged 
in conversation. 

When he won the Public Schools’ 
Rackets Championship, in conjunction 
with E. J. Neve, who subsequently 
went into the Army in 1889, it was the 


first occasion up to that date that 
Winchester won, the competition 
having been started in 1869, when 


Rugby won it. Subsequently, till the 
late eighties, Eton and Harrow 
monopolised the Cup, Harrow having 
won it twice outright by the aid of 
Crawleys, Kemps and Hadows. It was 
originally played at Old Princes, which 
is now part of the Cadogan Estate, and 
migrated to Queen’s Club in 1888, 
where it has been played during the 
Easter holidays ever since. It is the 
most difficult of all school competitions 
to win. No individual can succeed 
without a good partner, and the fact 
that the matches are played on four 
consecutive days nearly always entails 
the pair having one off day, which if it 
happens when opposed to a strong pair 
may, and often does, spell defeat 
against an inferior pair. 

Whilst at Winchester and at Oxford, 
Mr. Case was fortunate in having the 
late Lord Chelmsford, who was sub- 
sequently Viceroy of India, as his 
captain, both at rackets and cricaet; 
he was then the Hon. F. J. N. 
Thesiger. Other celebrated: cricketers 
in his eleven were Mr. KR. Jardine 
(father of the late Test captain), C. 
B. Fry, G. F. H. Berkeley and L. C. 
H. Palairet. ) 

Mr. Case’s father was himself an old 
Oxford Cricket Blue and a Scholar 
and Fellow of Corpus Christi College, 
and took great interest in the Univer- 
sity cricket, and also in Oxfordshire 
cricket, which young Mr. Case repre- 
sented for two or three seasons before 
coming over to Dublin in 1893, when 
he joined the famous Guinness’s Bre- 
wery. 

Though he started at the bottom, 
his great scholarship in science and 
his keenness in the work soon spelt 
success. In fact, it was said that no 
day was too long for him, and that 
he often worked 18 hours per day. 
Apart from his prowess as a racket 
player and cricketer, he was above 
the average as :. lawn tennis player, 
and played on many tournaments till 
he was fifty years old. 

Of his less strenuous efforts, music 
was his great hobby, which he un- 
doubtedlv inherited from his mother, 
who was Miss Sterndale Bennett. He 
had a great charm of personality and 
a great knowledge of many different 
subjects and interests, among them 
were gardening and a herd of 
beautiful Jersey cows. His sympathetic 
nature and his desire always to help 
and admire was one of his greatest 
characteristics.

ANTI-SEMITISM 


A GOOD WORD FOR 
THE JEWS 


6¢¢YRELAND is alone 
| European nations In 
free from the charge ‘of in- 
humanity towards the Jews, and 
I am sure we all hope that that proud 
record will never be sullied; for we 
have suffered too much persecution for 
our own faith and blood ever to be 
guilty of inflicting it upon others for 
similar reasons,” said the Very Rev. 
Dr, Arthur H. Ryan, of Queen’s 
University, Belfast, speaking yesterday 
in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, on 
“The Catholic Church and the Jews.”’ 
Discussing the Liberalism which 
asserted that there was no more a 
Jewish problem than a Catholic or 
Protestant problem, and the secondary 
reaction, the ‘opposite pole of anti- 
Semitism, Dr. Ryan expressed the view 
that Zionism, even if ever it became 
more than a hope, hardly could meet 
the situation in view of the impossi- 
bility of bringing more than a small 
minority of the Jewish race into Pales- 
tine; but they had the suggestions of 
those outstanding Catholic writers, 
Chesterton and Belloc, the former 
advocating a canton system in every 
country, Sind the latter calling for 
greater social recogmition and respect. 
Anti-Semitism was as grotesque and 
misleading, he said, as -the Liberalism 


among 
being 


which denied the existence of the 
problem. whether it took the form 
of organised brutality or the form 


of spontaneous violence by infuriated 
mobs. Its inspiration always was that 
Israel was conspiring for world domina- 
tion; that it was the power behind 
Freemasonry, revolutions, wars, and 
every misery in the world. 

“ Any Catholic or Christian who per- 
the Jews on any plea, but, 
above all, that they crucified Christ, 
forgets the plea of Christ Himself. It 
is impossible for any Catholic to be 
anti-Semitic.” 

Commenting on some of the charges 
laid at. the door of the Jews, Dr. Ryan 
said that for every half-dozen million- 
aire Jews, one could find half-a-dozen 
million Jews living in starvation, and 
if there were Jews who were usurers, 
similar charges could be made against 
Gentiles. Instead of attacking 
the Jews for those abuses, why not 
attack the laws which made the abuses 
possible. There should be, in the in- 
terests of Jews themselves, some limits 
and conditions attaching to their com- 
munities in every country, It was not 
unreasonable to suggest that the num- 
bers and conditions of Jewish immigra- 
tion into any community should be re- 
gulated by the vital interests of both 
the Jews and the community as a 
whole. Danger lurked always in such 
a Situation as had been created in New 
York, where Jews formed practically 
one-third of the total population. 
Neither “was it anti-Semitism to sug- 
gest that those conditions should be 
extended to control of their interest in 
finance, property, education, etc. Fric- 
tion was inevitable if any community 
was invaded by an alien community in 
large numbers, with a great capacity 
pa international support.

NEW LOAF IS BORN 


Bakers have already planned several 
alternative new loaves, to meet the 
possibility of the Irish wheat yield not 
coming up to estimate. While the 
results of their experiments have not 
yet been made public, it is known that 


-barley and oats are the most likely 


ingredients to have been used. 

Mr Sean Lemass, speaking in the 
Dail on November 13th, said that not 
more than 170,000 tons out of 290,000 
tons of wheat had come in, and if the 
estimated yield did not materialise the 
country would not he able to reach 
the end of the year with a normal 
wheaten loaf. 

The percentage of adulteration, said 
one authority, is the important thing— 
not the actual ingredient. During the 
last war 5 per cent. of both barley and 
maize were added to the loaf in Eng- 
land. This produced bread of a 
slightly different texture, but no ap- 
preciable difference in taste. Asked if 
potato flour would make a satisfactory 
addition to wheaten flour, Professor 
W. Fearon, F.T.C.D., told the /rish 
Times last night that he did not think 
so. Potato dour, he said, would be 
inclined to produce a soggy bread. 
It had been tried two hundred years 
ago in Scotland, and had been found 
to be indigestible. “ In considering the 
question of a new loaf,’’ said Professor 
Fearon, “I should like to emphasise 
the importance of adequate expert con- 
trol over the planning of ingredients.”’ 


DUBLIN TRANSPORT 
PROBLEM 


The Council of the Federation of 
[Irish Manufacturers. has arranged to 
call a committee of employers’ and 
workers’ organisations, consequent 
upon the conference at the. Department 
of Industry and Commerce (reported 
in Saturday’s Jrish Times), which «is- 
cussed how far the hours of employ- 
ment for industrial workers could be 
‘* staggered ” in Dublin, so as to dis- 
tribute “ peak loads’ carried by the 
city’s transport services in the morn- 
ings and evenings. 

The Council viewed with alarm what 
appeared to be the abnormal increase 
of 10 per eent. in electricity charges 
recently announced by the Electricity 
Supply Board. It was decided to call 
together a joint meeting of commercia! 
organisations to discuss the position, 
and it was hoped that in the mean- 
time the final decision to increase 
charges in the manner indicated would 
be postponed. i 

The members of the Council were of 
the opinion that every step should be 
taken, in compliance with the spirit 
of the Standstill Order, No. 83, to 
prevent, in so far as possible, increases 
in industrial costs, and the very heavy 
eonsumpftion of electricity by industry 
inevitably foreshadowed increasing 
charges to the consumer.

GENERAL SYNOD 
FINANCE 


TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In common with the majority 
of the members of the General Synod, 
I appreciate what Sir John Keane has 
done for the Church, and the strict 
watch which he keeps upon the fin- 
ances as Hon. Secretary of the Finance 
Committee. When, however, he states 
that I made incorrect statements in 
the “Open Letter ’ to the Church of 
Ireland he is stating something. which 
is not accurate. As there was no mis- 
statement of fact requiring correction. 


Elucidation, amplification, simplifi- 
tion, if he likes, but not correction. 
With regard to “ lapsed trusts,’ | did 


not suggest that there were many or 
of large amount, but, on the contrary, 
tried to show that little, if any, help 
could be got that way. I did suggest, 
however, that legislation might be in- 
troduced to overcome the legal doc- 
trine of cy pres (the next nearest 
object when trusts lapse) in the case of 


Church funds, and that, in the very 
few cases where such trust lapse, 
the funds should go to a General 
Church Fund. Some of our dear le-

Everyone in the Sygod and the Church 
generally realises that this did not 
occur last year, but over a period of 
vears; but not everyone knows that 
this capital loss is being made up by 
‘raiding’ the investment income. 
Last year £10,000 was taken for the 
Investment Loss Replacement Fund. 
Instead of writing the loss off as a 
bad debt,” or making it un, if it is 
to be replaced at all from the profits 
of judicious sale and reinvestments of 
capital, the easy way of taking it from 
investment income is adopted and 
funds are used for this purpose, which 
might with advantage be utilised for 
the general good of the Church, such 
as restoring “ blitzed ’’ parishes in 
Belfast, helping to keep open Drogheda 
Grammar School and a host of other 
useful purposes. 

I am grateful to Sir John Keane for 
the information that over three million 
pounds were invested in mortgages on 
land in Ireland, and as £260,000 of 
this was lost through the operation of 
the [And Acts, it 1s presumed that it 
was lent to landlords. If money could 
be lent to such a large extent to land- 
lords in the past why not lend it to 
establish and maintain land settle- 
ments of compact and adequate forms 
for members of the Church of Ireland 
of character and worth—and even to 
those of other Protestant denomina- 
tions if it should be necessary to keep 
in being, or establish small Protestant 
communities throughout the land? [Trish

WORK FOR THE CHURCH 
OF IRELAND 


THE Archbishop of Dublin 

(the Most Rev. Dr. Barton) 
and the Dean of (the 
Very Rev. R. C. H. G. Elliott) 
spoke of the need for greater 
energy in tackling social pro- 
blems, when they preached at 
the Citizenship Sunday Services 
in Christ Church Cathedral yes- 
terday. Representatives of the 
Government, the Dublin Cor- 
poration and other local bodies 


attended. 
The Dean of Down, after referring 


to the many agencies now existing for 
social improvement, such as the Mount 


Street Club, Alexandra College Guild, 
medical .clinies and hospit askec 
what was the part to be played by the 
Christian Church in the new order for 
which they prayed. In the Middle 
Ages the Church controlled all branches 
of social work. To-day, with the 
exception of the voluntary hospitals, 
almost every department of social ser- 
vice was controlled by the State, and 
they might ask what was left for the 
Church, It might not be the churches’ 
province to plan programmes, or much 
less to offer social and political 
panaceas. But, Christian influence was 
none the less potent. : 

'The Arehsidhor of Dublin said that 
one good thing emerged from the present 
serious times. It made them think 
more of the needs of their poorer 
neighbours, suffering and likely to 
suffer from want of fuel and food. 
The result was that mere people than 
ever before had been drawn into the 
service of their fellow-citizens. The 
response had been good, but his ex- 
perience was that every organisation 
was in need of more helpers to give 
their time and energy to these ser- 
vices. Might they as a Church ever 
be found ready to serve, when such 
calls come, and to be in the forefront 
with those who were striving to maxeé 
their city an example of what a Chris- 
tian city should be.

DINNERS FOR NURSING 
MOTHERS 


ST. JOHN AMBULANCE 
WELFARE SCHEME 


How two poor Dublin mothers owned 
one pair of shoes between them, and 
wore them in turn to attend the Welfare 
Department diningroom, was told by 
Sir John Lumsden, K.B.E., M.D., 
when he presided at Saturday s annual 
public meeting of the St. John Ambul- 
ance Brigade in Ireland in the Oak 
Room, Mansion House. 

The annual report, presented by Miss 
G. M. Barrington, A.R.San.1., Secre- 
tary, stated that during the previous 
twelve months 70,400 dinners had been 
served to an average of 235 mothers 
daily. In the same period these 
mothers had taken home 82,710 pints 
of soup after eating their dinners. The 
grant from the Public Health Depart- 
ment of the Corporation was used 
exclusively to defray the cost of dinners, 
and at present prices the dinner cost 
eightpence, so that for the present year 
the number of mothers the grant would 
pay for is 504 for the allotted period of 
five months. 

Dr. Ninian Falkiner, Master of the 
Rotunda Hospital, said that in his 
hospital and its district they had 
attended 5,000 mothers last year, and 
his own observations and inquiries had 
forced him to conclude that of these 
1,000 were suffering from malnutrition. 
Malnutrition was an unpleasant word, 
and was sometimes a substitute for a 
more unpleasant one—semi-starvation. 
It had many serious medical results, 
such as the lowering of resistance 
against infection, pernicious anemia 
and an inability to nurse their children. 
He could not emphasise too much how 
important it was for mothers to nurse 
their own children at the present time, 
when so many vitamin preparations 
were unobtainable. 


Healthy Mothers 


“The only way to have a healthy 
nation is to have healthy babies, and 
this is not possible if the mothers are 
unhealthy,’’ said Dr. Angela Russell. 
It was impossible to convey the import- 
ance of such a work as providing a 
daily hot meal for necessitous, expectant 
and nursing mothers. It had an un- 
doubted effect on the infant death-rate. 
In the case of most deaths of children 
under one year, the cause was given 
as unkhown, but the most probable 
reason was the under-nourishment of 
the mothers. 

Alderman P. 8. Doyle, T.D., Lord 
Mayor, said: “One of the most 
admirable things about the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade is the general and 
unquestioning help given to all who 
ask.’’ The Brigade had been among 
the first to run communal feeding 
centres, and as pioneers of waste paper 
collection, they had in May last 
realised and distributed among the 
poor £500 obtained from the sale of 


waste paper collected by members.

RAILWAY WORKERS’ 


BONUS | 


CASE OF G. N. MEN 
IN FIRE 


That the Government are willing to 
consider the case of employés of the 
Great Northern Railway in Eire who 
are excluded from participation in the 
award of increased wages by the Rail- 
way Wages Board is indicated in the 
following statement from the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce :— 

'“ On 6th inst. the Minister met repre- 
sentatives of the management and 
workers of the Great Northern Railway 
Company. These representatives sub- 
mitted to the Minister the position, 
under Emergency Powers (No. 83) 
Order, of employés of the company 
resident in the twenty-six counties in 
consequence of a decision of the board 
of the company to increase the war 
bonus payable to its employés resident 
in the six’ counties. 

“The Minister pointed out to the 
deputation that Emergency Powers 
(No. 83) Order was a Government 
Order, designed to implement Govern- 
ment policy in the present emergency, 
and any proposal to modify it would 
require to pe submitted to the Govern- 
ment, and that, consequently, he was 
unable at that stage to convey any 
decision on the representations made to 
him. It was explained that the 
Northern Counties Committee of the 
L.M,S.—a concern operating solely in 
the six counties—has decided, in agree- 
ment with the unions concerned, and 
independently of the Railway Wages 
Board, to increase the war bonus pay- 
able to its workers. The Great Northern 
Railway Company felt sbliged to follow 
suit in respect of its six county 
employés. t was stated that this 
decision of the companies was influenced 
by prevailing conditions in the six 
county area, and the fact that workers 
were leaving railway employment to 


take temporary employment in war 
industries, 
“The Minister explained to the 


deputation that one of the primary con- 
siderations in the mind of the Govern- 
ment in making Emergency Powers 
(No. 83) Order was the desirability, in 
the interest of workers generally, of 
maintaining wages and other forms of 
remuneration in essential industries in 
the twenty-six counties in relation to 
the economic conditions prevailing in 
that area, and not in tion to the 
temporary and exceptional conditi.ns 
prevailing in belligerent territories. 
“The Minister undertook, however, 
that any formal representations sub- 
mitted in writing relating to the matter 
would be submitted to the Government. 
A communication, was received by the 
Minister from the unions concerned on 
12th inst., and will be considered by th

STOCK EXCHANGE FEATURES 


 GROWTH OF NOTE CIRCULATION 


From OUR LONbON FINANCIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


T is evident that the. istent 
| expansion in the note circulation 
of the Bank of England is not 
solely due to higher prices and the 
fact that more people are now em- 
ployed in the country than ever before 
—to a large extent, too, at exceptional 


wages. 

There is, at least, one other im- 
portant reason, in the existence of a 
“black market ” for certain kinds of 
goods, payments for which are usually 
made by notes and not cheques. Steps 
are being taken to deal with the evil, 
but it is not easy to track: down the 
offenders, and it may be that, for a 
little time to come, the nefarious 
operations will entail an abnormal 
demand for Bank of England notes. It 
is also believed that many wage 
earners, who either do not realise the 
value of the Post Office Savings Bank, 
or are shy of using it, are keeping 
their surplus money at home. 


NOTES UNDER PILLOW 


In one case reported, a family of 
six, all eng on war work, keep 
large wads of notes at home, es 
with them under the pillow. Suc 
examples multiplied would account for 
a considerable proportion of the notes 
in circulation. 

Still) another factor is the use of 
notes to evade taxes. In the week to 
Wednesday last the notes in circula- 
tion increased by over £4,000,000 to 
the high record of £704.000,000, 
which is nearly £110.000,000 higher 
than the amount in issue a year ago. 
The notes in reserve have dropped to 
about £26,000,000, so that a further 


expansion in the fiduciary note issue 


appears to be almost certain before 
Christmas. ; 
If no special circumstances were 


operating, the growth of the note 
circulation might be regarded as a sign 
of inflation, but, although the extent 
to which extra notes are called for by 
‘“ black market” dealers, hoarders, 
etc., cannot be indicated, there would 
seem to be no reason for uneasiness in 
the present situation. A more striking 
indication of the credit expansion is 
provided by the October statement of 
the eleven Cade clearing banks. This 
shows a further increase of £61,000,000 
in the deposits for the month, while, 
compared with the aggregate for 
October, 1940 the expansion Is 
£514,600,000 to the fresh high record 
of £3,175,000,000. 

In the same period of 12 months the 
Treasury deposit receipts (six months’ 
loans to the Government) have 
increased by °£416,000,000, and 
£263,000,000 has been 
investments, which, at £985,900,000, 
also established a high record. The 
increase in the last item was 
£46,600,000, mainly because of the 
support given to the new series of 
National War Bonds offered on ‘‘ tap,”’ 
and the prospect is that very shortly 
the total investments of these eleven 
banks will exceed one thousand millions.

The movement is mainly centred in the 
Latin-American group, where quite a 
noteworthy appreciation has taken place 
in several of the Government Bonds of 
Argentina (including Province of 
Buenos Ayres loans), Brazil, Uruguay 
and Chile; in the stocks of Railways 
operating in those Republics, and in 
various Industrials, such as Forestal 
Land, Rio Flour Mills, Brazil Warrant, 
while Brazilian Traction has also risen

At the back of the movément is the 
evidence of a decided improvement in 
economic conditions in the primary pro 
ducing countries of South America. his 
was expected soon after the outbreak of 
war but was delayed chiefly through ship- 
ping difficulties. In this difficulty, as in 
other ways, the U.S. has been very helpful. 
for much of the produce of Brazil and 
other countries which lost their European 
markets was taken by America. The fact 
that the rise in South American securities 
has been largely due to purely speculative 
buying is not an unsatisfactory feature 
altogether.- The appreciation means that 
the confidence of many investors in this 
field has been strengthened, if not restored, 
while they have been able to make new 
investments in other directions, perhaps by 
taking up new War Loans, 

So far, however, there has been very 
little selling by real holders, as distinct 
from profit-taking by speculators, for the 
general attitude seems to be that having 
held on to their stock through very i 
times they are not likely to sell now, This 
has greativy helped the upward mavement in 
prices, which. broadly speaking. has been 
disproportionate to the actual amount: of 
buying. 

Once again, therefore, the market dealers 
have had to complain of the difficulty of 
satisfying a new buying movement because 
of the small floating supply of stock. 


NO WEAKNESS— 


It is possible that the somewhat easier 
tendency shown by the leading British 
Government stocks lately is partly due to 
the extension of interest to some of the 
more speculative sections of the ‘ House.” 
Diversion of funds to ‘“‘tap’ War Loans 
available for “large” and “small” savers 
is also believed fo be another explanation. 
There is. however. no sign of weakness 
in this group, and in all probability the 
upward trend of values will soon be re 
sumed. 
‘Last week the Naval successes in the 
Mediterranean and the speeches of the 
Prime Minister at the Mansion House and 
in the Commons had no strengthening effect 
upon the Gilt-edced market. but a much 
firmer tendency was noticeable on Friday 
in most sections as a resnit of te passing 
of the Bill revising the U.S. Neutrahty 
Act, as this development will be a great 
help to the Allies’ war effort. 

Unless something exceptionally dis 
appointing arises in the war news it is 
probable that the Gilt-edged market will 
harden towards December 1, when the 
half-yearly dividend on 312 p.c.
